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Middle East Events 
Take a New Turn 


The Suez Canal dispute apparently is 
headed back to the United Nations Se- 
curity Council where it was stalled when 
the November hostilities broke out. 

President Eisenhower indicated as 
much at his press conference yesterday 
following disclosures that all U.S. efforts 
to reach an agreement with Egypt's dic- 
tator, Nasser, had failed. The latter re- 
mains in control, refuses to budge from 
his position and thus Suez still can be 
used as an instrument of blackmail and 
extortion. 

Thus ends a bitter lesson for the United 
States. It is ending in victory for Nasser 
and for Moscow, whose puppet he has 
become. It is a victory handed him by 
-the United Nations and by Washington— 
whatever their good intentions. 

Elsewhere in the Middle East, how- 
ever, there appears to be a growing re- 
volt against Communist influence brought 
into the area by Nasser. King Hussein 
continues to consolidate his position in 
Jordan with the backing of King Saud 
of Saudi Arabia and of Iraq. Except for 
Syria, the Egyptians are apt to be left 
alone in their opposition to the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine and in encouraging Com- 
munist infiltration. 

The encouraging signs that Nasser’s 
power over his Arab neighbors is falter- 
ing give this country its best oppor- 
tunity. Aid to Jordan while King Hussein 
purges his government and his army of 
Communist and pro-Nasser elements is a 
must. 

Application of the Eisenhower Doc- 
trine to all countries who wish to avail 
themselves of it could lead to Egypt’s iso- 
lation and progressive dwindling of Nas- 
ser’s power. It is our only hope of pre- 
venting Communist domination. 

While the Egyptian dictator has won 
a victory at Suez, he no longer can 
force his Arab neighbors to follow his 
lead. That is the happiest development in 
the region in months.

Maundy Thursday Is 
Day of Last Supper 


Today is Maundy Thursday of Holy 
Week. 

The day takes its name from the com- 
mand given by Jesus to His disciples at 
the Last Supper, “But I am among you 
as He that serveth.” The French word 
“mandare” (command) came to be 
‘Maundy’ in the English-speaking church. 
Christ further symbolized the mission of 
service by washing the feet of His dis- 
ciples. It was an ancient custom and one 
yet observed by some of the Eastern 
churches for the bishops to wash the 
feet of poor persons selected from the 
town. 

For the Christian, Maundy Thursday 
ushers in the great climactic days of Holy 
Week which reach their great conclusion 
with the Resurrection at Easter. 

It is not a coincidence that both the 
Jewish feast of the Passover and Easter 
are tied in with the full moon of the equi- 
nox. The early Christians, who were con- 
verted Jews, wanted to have their Easter 
services on Sunday because it is the day 
of the Risen Christ. They also observed 
the Passover. But that feast is fixed in its 
date, being tied to the full moon of the 
equinox and the time of the Jews’ de- 
liverance from Egypt. Easter, therefore, 
shifts about within a restricted period. 

All suggestions to “fix” Easter have 
failed because to do so would be to aban- 
don the traditional close association with 
the full moon or with Sunday.

Atlanta—The controversy about 
water fluoridation is heating up! It 
might become a political football 
and obscure other pressing needs 
now before us. 

With that thought in mind, I 
would like to suggest that the 
mayor appoint a committee com- 
posed of dentists, doctors, drug- 
gists, health officers and lay peo- 
ple to investigate and meditate 
from all angles of the problem in 
the public interest. 


Fluoridation has many sides to 
it. Some of our citizens honestly 
and with good reason do not want 
drinking water medicated. They 
should be heard. 


Likewise, we are well aware of 
the fact that from a public health 
viewpoint, it has always been a pol- 
icy to make every possible attempt 
to purify water completely and to 
add only those substances neces- 


‘sary to protect it from infecting 


agents. Filtration, oxidation, and 
precipitation almost have _ elimi- 
nated even that. 


I might also say that it is per- 
haps feasible to solve the problem 
very simply by requesting salt 
manufacturers to add sufficient flu- 
oride to table salt; thus we would 
thereby get plenty of it in our daily 
food intake. 

I am not for or against water 
fluoridation at this time. I. simply 
urge that the facts be aired and 
the issues thoroughly exposed with- 
out biased or hasty decisions.

Teamsters’ Hot-Cargo Clauses 
Are a Method of Extortion 


In a familiar underworld racket, a gangster approaches a shop- 
keeper and demands ‘‘protection” money; otherwise the goods or the 
shop or both may be damaged or ruined. Many have paid. The ‘‘hot 
cargo”’ clauses in most labor contracts between the Teamsters Union 
and truck operators work in much the same way. 


Under pain of possible strikes or 
other unpleasantness, operators 
agree to clauses through which 
they promise not to handle 
goods the union calls “hot’’ be- 
cause they come from companies 
having labor troubles. 

This is the union’s way of dodg- 
ing the Taft-Hartley law prohi- 
bition of secondary boycotts in 
which the union would order its 
members not to handle “hot car- 
go.”’ If it can’t pressure the union 
members, the union figures, pres- 
sure the employers. Many have 
submitted, 

The clauses may be barely legal 
in the sense that Taft-Hartley does 
not specifically ban them. But 
legal or not, they are extortion.

Puts Figure 
In Shape

Overweichts tend to take on 
fat in much the same way. The 
excess bunches around the waist, 
pads the abdomen layers thick, 
and upholsters the hips.

Exercise cannot actually re- 
duce in spots, since calories 
are used generally, not from 
spots.

DEAD AREAS

Fred Balletta, president of the

In case you “haven't been 
buying ham for years,”’ here are 
a few tips on selecting a cut. 

A whole ham is, of course, a 
cured hind leg of pork. A butt 
half is the entire upper hatf of 
a whole ham. The shank half is 
the entire lower half. The shank, 
butt or end portion is what re- 
mains of the ends after center 
slices have been removed. 


READ THE LABEL 


It’s important to read the la- 
bel carefully. Countr y-cured 
means not cooked. Tender, ten- 


| dered or tenderized means the 


ham has been partially cooked. 
Ready-to-eat means just that— 
the ham has been fully cooked. 
Canned hams also have been 
fully cooked. 


Most of these hams have cook- 
ing directions for that particu- 
lar type. Even the canned and 
ready-to-eat hams have sug- 
gested cooking times to heat 
them and bring out more flavor. 


Cured and smoked meats lose 
flavor rapidly when frozen. 
Therefore, do not freeze ham 
unless absolutely necessary, and 
then it should not be kept more 
than 60 days. 


| GLAZING THE HAM 


After ham is cooked, any re- 
maining bits should be cut from 
the bone and stored in the re- 
frigerator, well wrapped to pre- 
vent drying. 

Here are a few suggestions for 
glazing the ham: 

1. Moisten brown sugar with 
thawed orange juice concentrate. 

2. Stud ham with whole cloves 
and spread cherry preserves 
over the whole ham. 

3. Mix crushed pineapple and 
brown sugar. 

4. To one cup red jelly add 
14 teaspoon dry mustard and two 
tablespoons horseradish and mix 
well. 

5. Mix honey, brown sugar 
and orange juice to form a paste.
